Mtaliifwi Electric Lines Aided In Dia- 
peeing of Fruit. 
The •d?mntage of handlhif Mir crops 

of fruit by'the trolley lines was Ulmt- 
trated in the lower peninsula of MIA- 
Ifu In ISll to an extent never befiote 

reaUzed. i Had it not been for the 
electric lines of two of the states 
handling this class of traffic the dis- 
posal of the apple, peach, pear and 
other crops would have met with loss. 

Only a couple of years ago there 
was hot one Une of electric railway 
hauling ftult ovt of Berrien comity 
orchards to the steamship docks at 
Benton Harbor. Now there are abont 
keif • doate. Some of Oe Unea maft 
trains of fruit from points west of 
Elkhart, Ind., to the steamboat docks 
at Benton Harbor. Tbese points are 
oyer 100 miles from Chicago, the great- 
est market of the entire region. Con- 
signments of fruit leave the orchards 
late in the afternoon and are loaded 
Into express ears and flat cars with 
crated ends and sides. Trains are run 
on fast time and stop only to pick up 
fkvlt. and from certein points thoy do 
not stop for any purpose. At Benton 
Harbor the fruit packages are loaded 
on great side wheel steamm and car- 
ried through the cooling atmosphere 
of Lal^e Michigan, reaohing Chicago 
about 4 a. m. From the Chicago docks 
the big supply intended for conf^nmp- 
tion in a city of over 2,00O.0CK» [leopie 
is distributed early in the forenoDn. 

But Chicago does not begin to take 
all of the ftalt produced by the great 
orchards of two states. Millions of 
packages are shipped off over most of 
the twenty-five different railroads ra- 
diatiiiir from tlie city. They are haul- 
ed from tbo dock.s to the depots and 
there are given fo the express compa- 
nies operating on the railroads. It is 
at this point that the advantage of 
shipping? across the lake comos in. 
Had most of these shipments beeu sent 
by rail the cars conld not hare been 
given to the belt line in time to con- 
nect with tho outgoinp: trains In the 
morning, aud thus serious damage to 
fast ripening fruit might have been 
done. The steamt)oat company could 
not have got tbe products of distant 
orchards had it not beeu for the rapid 
electric Noes, so that ft is only by a I 
combination of the work of three dif- 
ferent meaiKs of transportation that it 
has been possible to market phenome- 
nally big crops of fruit. The rate of 
the entire electric and inke haul is not

Orchard and Garden. 

Every time yon set your feet on a 
weak, rickety lad^ter you risk life and 
limb. If wouldn't take half so long 
to mend a broken round on the ladder 
as it would to mend a broken bone. 

A well known fl<^riculturtet says that 
the gladiolus and dahlia can be han- 
dled exactly like tbe potato. They 
will keep anywhere. Tuberoses and 
cannas are more like sweet potatoes 
In their requirements, and must be 
kept warm. 

Breaking the shell of a hard winter 
■quash with a hatchet is rather a dan- 
gerous process. If a handy little meat 
taw forms pert of the kitchen outfit 
it will be found very convenient for 
this purpose. Tt Is easier uml safer to 
saw the hard shell than to chop it. 

The manufacture of grape Juice as 
« business Is growing very rapidly.

Never distnrfo the beee la cold weath- 
er. 

Bees winter better if they are given 
part honey and part sugar to live on. 

There are beekeepers all 'over th-^ 
United. States who. with n favorable 
locality and good uia-aagemen4 are 
making an excellent living. 

Beekeepers frequently find it nva- 
essary to feed a few colonies during 
the cold monttia in order to save them 
from starvation. As a rule, the bee- 
keeper who extracts honey too late in 
the summer tinds it ne<.'essary to sup- 
plement food during fk^eabug weather 
to ward ofT heavy loss. 

Extra<'ted honey, if brought to a 
temperature of uot over IGO degrees 
F.. Iwttled and sealed while hot. will 
usually, if kept In uniformly warm 
temperature, keep liquid for a year 
or more. But there is a great dif- 
ference In boney. Some will candy 
much more quickly than others. Cold 
atmosphere is quite favorable to 
candying of both extracted and comb 
honey. . Cellars and cold rsimia are 
poor places for honey.

some speciments of earliest Hebrew 
writing in the excavations of the city 
of Samaria, in I'alestine. a most inters 
estiag record of the drst pure food 
laws in history. He also found an- 
cient writiujrs dealing with the first 
instauQe ou record of the keeping of 
wiMs'la a gov'enimeiit warehouse im- 
der bond. 

Dating back to the period of King 
Ahab. 850 B. C. these inscriptions are 
considered to be one of the greatest 
finds of the Harvard Palestinian ex- 
peditions which delvptl iu'o the city of 
Ahab and.Omrl for turee years. They 
found labels on wine and oil jars. 
These mention the year in ',vhl< h the 
vkiue was laid down in the cellars cf 
the palace storehouse, and they state 
the vineyard from -u-hl'-h the wine 
camo. important facts that are reco!;- 
nized equally well by vintucT* today. 

On the oil jars tbe label runs. "A Jar 
of pure oil.** with the mention of tbe 
distiict from whic h the oil onme. Tbe 
bits of pottery on which the descrip- 
ttona were written were not parts of 
the jars, but were evidently intended 
to be attached to the necks of the re- 
ceptacles. Just as are labels or seals 
•t the prcaent time.— New Xorfc World.

If you wish to find out whetlior the 
material sold to you as all wool or all 
silk is really ao make a 5 per cent so- 
lution of caustic potash and In tills 
boll your sample of silk or wool, if 
the entire sanii)le is consumed in the 
tMiliug your material is what it pre- 
twida to be: If there la a reaidBt that 
residue is cotton. Tbe caustic aolatloa 
consumes the animal fibers. 

If you wish to find out whether tbe 
silk that seems to be heavy silk is 
weighted with mineral bum the sam- 
ple and tbe ash will show you how 
much mineral weighting there is. Tbe 
pare allk win be wholly consamed. 

In buying supposed linen goods of 
toweling or suiting, dip your sample 
into concentrated sulphuric acid for 
two minnteo and wash )t out carefully. 
The cotton will bave been consumed, 
the linen will have resisted the action 
of tbe acid. This test is one that 
sboold be made with preeantlon, as 
vitriol is not a thing to be tampered

Weasels arc .is 
fond of poultry as' of rats, and this op- 
erates against them on premises where 
poultry is kept. Where such is not tbe 
case. Ii0wer«r, they may be enconr- 
a'ir>,i with a bit of raw beef or fruit 
and will become quite tame 



In all sections where tbe cottontail 
holds forth the warfare against it 

should be rrno-.ved v,-ith vii^nr every 
fall. This is a job in which that active 
boy shoold hare a hand, and he may 
use both traps and a ferret to good 
advantage. The steel and several types 
of box traps giro good resnltv. as does 
also the wire noose trap sospended 
from strong brush just above its 
runway. The wire should be pliable 
and the loose end made into a slip 
nooee Into which the rabbit imwltting- 
ly Pticks its head. The fenot should 
always be used with a stout cord or 
^laln. so that it can be polled friMn a 
burrow In which it has cornered and 
killed a rabbit. Very often if the cord 
is not attached the ferret will remain 
in the hole for a day or tT^o. feasting 
on its prey.
